8300 Grant From SC Opens 
Kentucky High School Study 



The -lame duck" Student Con- 
gress Thursday night approved a 
gTMIl ot $300 to begin a study of 
Kentucky high s< hools. 

Appi"\al of the appropriation 
was made following a report by 
Jim D.h.hI. chairman of Um com- 
mittee of University stud-nts plan- 
ning the 'tudy. in which he out- 
lined tin ciigi.n of the plan, the 
need tor it, and proposals for insti- 
tuting it. 

Rough estimates of the cost of 
n statewide -tudy of high schools 
place the figure at several thou- 
sand ddlars-. Daniel pointed out 
that the congress would not be 
expected to bear the brunt of fi- 
nancing the Mudy. but hi merely 
acting to get the study started. 

The eongrem grant of S3M will 
be used for preliminary clerical 
work in the preparation of forms 
t » be sent to state high schools. 

Daniel said earlier that student 
government groups at other state 
colleges will be asked to aid m fi- 
nancing the study. A national 
loiindation might also be asked to 
contribute to the study.

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A Rumor Squelched 



Humor has the- nastiest of qualities. 
It distorts, exaggerates, lies, and 
spreads unbridled amongst unthink- 
ing ami intolerant people who show- 
it no mercy. 

Any good public relations man, 
Administrator, government official, or 
educator will tell you that rumor is 
to be avoided and stopped before 
it becomes widespread. American 
people are familiar with the despic- 
able propaganda technique of the 
whisper campaign and its conse- 
quences. 

At UK last week, a rumor almost 
ran its wayward and whimsical course 
w hen the dean of men finally stepped 
in and clarified the issue. The Delta 
Tan Delta hazing incident threatened 
to get out of the proverbial hand w ith 
the rumor spreaders, but the dean 
(after three days) made the matter 
public. 

He almost waited too long, for 
the story was getting around on cam- 
pus fast and furious and in all sorts 
of nice juicy versions. After a bit of 
cajolery from two Kernel reporters, 
the dean confirmed that the Delt 
pledge had been ha/eel and the frater- 
nity put on probation. 

And well he did. The announce- 
ment that the fraternity is hampered 
socially should discourage any animal- 
istic hazing practices in the future. 



It informed the public that the Uni- 
versity simply will not tolerate frater- 
nity hazing and should create a 
stricter adherence to UK rules. 

Inq>ortant, too. for the dean and 
fraternity system was the fact that 
the incident did not reach the mem- 
bers of the University Faculty through 
second-hand rumors. The Faculty, 
l>emg the UK policy-making bodv, 
determines rules which the frater- 
nities must follow. But in clear, con- 
cise language, the dean released the 
statement, illuminated the issue, and 
dispelled the nasty rumors wafting 
around on campus. 

There have been times in the past 
in which Dean Martin has lx'en ad- 
amant to releasing disciplinary ac- 
tion such as in the exam theft case 
in which the football player was in- 
volved. Humor in that case was so 
bad that eventually every meml>er of 
the football team was involved. 

We think Dean Martin was wise 
in giving the hazing incident to the 
press, slow though he may have been 
in doing so. We hope it becomes a 
standard practice. 

For no matter how much an un- 
desirable situation is suppressed, it 
will soon find an escape and spread 
cancer-like to the public. And for 
small minds, rumor is much more 
Itiu to play with than truth. 

And much more malicious, too.

Skirting Academic Freedoi 



We suppose that freedom to know 
implies a contrary freedom to be 
ignorant. If so, there must be a free- 
dom to look badly as well as a free- 
dom to look well. These basic truths, 
for which men and women must be 
willing to live or die, are being 
tested on the Columbia and Barnard 
campuses a little earlier than the 
usual season of spring madness. 

President Grayson Kirk of Colum- 
bia, a well-dressed man hiinselt but 
far from austere, has been concerned 
about the dress and appearance of 
students. He communicated this con- 
cern to Mrs. Millicent C. Mcintosh, 
president of related Barnard, asking 
that women in the university wear 
skirts to classes and of campns. 

Mrs. Mcintosh, sharing the con- 
cern, also wishes to "contribute fav- 
orably to the I ty of the univer- 
sity." Apparently it is felt that girls 
wearing Bermuda shorts or slacks do 
not invariably foster this favorable 
image. One Barnard sophomore said, 
however: "You. can be just as big a 
slob in a skirt as you can in Ber- 
mudas." Hemember, we didn't say 
that, she did. 

On this issue, we wish to be in- 



If there was ever a con- 
tentious, thorny question that sugges- 
ted balanced, expository, judicious, 
on-the-hand and on-the-other-hand 
treatment from distant opinion mak- 
ers, this is it Our journalistic col- 
leagues may rush in with resounding 
opinions if they will.

The report could not escape the con- 
clusion that the main commodity in a 
university, iiaineh, the teacher, was 
Underpaid. Die rest follows. Maintained 
at the end tit a stiine. the potential 
Plato has neither the time nor inclin- 
ation to do research. His low salary tells 
him that he lias not Ih-cii hiied tor his 
academic potential, hut foi the nice ban - 
ieal purpose of meeting t lasses and of 
imparting what any intelligent student 
can read for himself. 

When classes begin to diminish in 
size, a procedure usually engineered by 
administrators who "know" whut is best 
for the student, the pmlessor is then 
confronted with "proof" that his or her 
field, or both, is losing out in this more 
than modern world. He is then otteietl 
the alternative of l>ecoming reconciled 
with his substandard salary of the re- 
sult, plain tt> all hut the most slug- 
gish, the encouragement of mcdiociitv 
on the one hand and the stifling of 
critical study on the other. 

The report encourages research. 
However, this requires subsidization on 
a large scale.

Pitching hero for the Cats was 
Clrarlle Loyd In makliiK his fust 
•.it for Kentucky, the Junior 
Iranaftt stmck out eight He walk- 
ed only one batter and hit two 
In pitching the complete game and 
picking up his sixth win of the 
season. 

shortstop Dick Parsons started 
the winning rally with a single to 
renter. After Hun Bertsrh struck 
out. Bill Tarder walked. 

Mirk Conner followed with a 
hard ground ball which took a wild 
hop over BBBBfli base and rolled 
into centerlield for a hit. Parsons 
M red on the hit and Carder 
moved to third. 

Hope dimmed as luck appeared 
to have again turned against the 
Cats as a pitched ball bounced off 
the bat of Bob Linkner and rolled 
in front ol the plate. The umpire 
called the ball fair and Linkner 
was thrown out at first. 

Conner went to second on the 
pulout of Linkner. and was replac- 
ed by pirx-hrunner Lonnie Hale>. 

Coach Dave Fuller then went to

Dennis Aust The trip was Fuller s 
second of the Inning and he had 
to remove the hurler.

After working the count to three- 
and-two. Howell slashed a line 
drive to center to score Carder and 
Haley and end the game. 

Florida leaped to an early lead 
scoring three times in the first 
Inning. A walk to Dale Landress 
and an error by Allen Feldhaus on 
a ball hit by Leone Dorsett set 
up a two-run single by Don Flem- 
ing. 

Ronnie Overeash followed Flem- 
ing with a single to bring borne 
another run. 

UK got one run back in the 
third on a hit by Loyd and bases 
on balls to Berbch. Feldhaus. and 
Conner. 

The Cats tl«d the score, 3-3 in 
the fifth on a walk to Ken Beard 
nnd singles by Dick Parsons and 
Bertsch. After Conner walked. 
Florida's fine secondbase combina- 
tion pulled a double play on a 
ground ball by Linkner. 

In the sixth. Florida took a 5-3 
lead on five hits, ail singles. Flem- 
ing led off with a single but was 
thrown out trying to stretch the 
hit into a double.
